The Descendants Lura 7227 


the firmament the great foundation dams the 
Guernsey breed there shines star whose fame com- 

paratively unsunz, except recognition her greatness 
remains the minds some the older breeders. Could 
one inject the anecdotes and memories that come with 
years actual acquaintance with these great matrons, 
these articles might well preserved for the generations 
come. But struggling under the handicap youtn, must 
endow the studies with little but the bare facts and figures 
that are open book those who study the records 
the Even this cold, dry Advanced Register Volume 
savors romantic, historic atmosphere behind the mask 
names and figures. Let the latter speak for themselves, 
and let this invitation some our old timers, 
enrich our records ‘with occasional personal reminiscences 
our old matrons. 

started speak Lura 7227, the head group 
descendants that includes less than twenty-eight Great 
Producing Dams and thirteen Advanced Register Sires. 
Lura 7227 was out cow called Belle’s Baby 5108, and 
Dean Richmond 2276, grandson old Materna 
1334, che famous cow Chicago 1893. Charles Hill, 
Guernsey Breed,” says: 

“The cow, Lura 7227, was bred Ben Clark Son, 
Whitewater, Wisconsin. While but few breeders have 
known much about her and her descendants, she well 
worthy ment:on the founder family. The herd 
Ben Clark Son has long been one the best herds Wis- 
consin, and for several years past, every animal the herd 
has descended from Lura 7227 the female line.” 

Ben Clark died few years ago, but his son, Clark, 
still carrying his breeding operations, Whitewater, 
through the descendants the old cow. these men 
must the burden the credit for developing the family, 
since they bred least seventeen the Great Producing 
Dams and six the Advanced Register Sires descending 
from her. The remaining eleven the Great Producing 
Dams were bred,—five Gordon, Jr., Nelsonville; 
three Fruit Brothers, Waukesha; two Reming- 
ton, Elk Mound; and one Welles, Rosendale. 
the remaining seven Advanced Register Sires, three were 
bred Welles; two Fruit and one each 
Person, Minot, North Dakoca, and Charles 
Wilkins, The descendants Lura 7227 are al- 
most wholly Wisconsin development. 

The accompanying tabulation, made from the 1924 Ad- 
Register Volume, was arranged tracing down all 
the Great Producing Dams and Advanced Register Sires 
descending from Lura 7227, through their Advanced Reg- 
ister daughters sons. few cases, Great Producing 
Dams not have Advanced Register records, and effort 
has been made include the strong lines that descend 
through these cows. believed that most them have 
been included. For instance, one her daughters, Laura 
Bishop 13367, does not have record, but careful inspection 
the Volume revealed her one the outstanding daugh- 
ters the old cow, even though she herself had record. 
This explanation appended order make clear the non- 
appearance, any, few relatively important lines. 

The early development the family coincides with the 
use four bulls Ben Clark Son. These bulls were 
King Coral 5238, sire six Great Producing Dams and one 
Advanced Register Sire the family; Glenwood’s Stranford 


9386, sire three Great Producing Dams and one Advanced 
Register Sire the Group; Capt. Robbie 7146, sire three 
the Great Producing Dams and one the Advanced 
Register Sires; and Ben Bishop 3506, sire four the 
Great Producing Dams,—three them constituting, in- 
cidentally, the three outstanding daughters old Lura 
7227. These four bulls then, account for sixteen the 
twenty-eight Great Producing Dams, and four the thir- 
teen Advanced Register Sires. 

the later development the family, May King’s 
Vrangue Ingleside 15430 and Dairymaid’s King 12898 
figure the sires three and two the Advanced Register 
Sires, respectively; while Langwater Hayes Rosie’s King 
the May 16723 appears the sire two the Great Pro- 
ducing Dams. The two May Rose bulls were the hands 
Fruit Brothers, while Dairymaid’s King 12898, Glenwood 
bred bull, was used Welles. 

the remainder the discussion, for brevity’s sake, cows 
that are Great Producing Dams will have the initials, 
D.” after their numbers, while Advanced 
Register Sires will similarly indicated the designation 
R.,” first mention such animals. 

Lura 7227 had five registered daughters, which four 
were Great Producing Dams, and four were the Advanced 
Register. She also had Advanced Register son. Ben 
Clark Son bred her and all her progeny. The four 
daughters that had Advanced Register records were Cora- 
lura 15811, Lula Bishop 13368, Lillian Bishop 15655, and 
Lura’s Last 15728. All but the last named, and addition 
Laura Bishop 13367,-are now Great Producing Dams. The 
son was Gen. Cronje 7052 

The three outstanding daughters Lura 7227 were the 
sired Ben Bishop 3506,—and they form 
trio that for sheer weight numbers descendants 
the Advanced Register the female line, one the out- 
standing groups the breed. 


Lula Bishop 13368 (10225.4 milk, 518.81 butter 
fat, class A), Ben Bishop 3506, was born September 22, 
1896, and spent her entire life the herd Ben Clark 
Son. She had five daughters and two sons registered. Three 
the daughters are the Advanced Register, while two 
them, Coralou 15807 (7099.0 milk, 412.25 butter 
fat, class CC), and Louan Richmond 15810 
(8520.8 milk, 420.44 butter fat, class CC), were full sisters 
King Coral 5238. 

Coralou 15807, born September 15, 1899, had four daugh- 
ters and two sons registered, just half each being the 
Advanced Register. The son was Capt. Robbie 8466 
R., sire five daughters the Advanced Register, includ- 
ing Dolly Hickory Grove 65325 (11059.8 milk, 560.10 
butter fat, class A), was Capt. Robbie 7146. The daugh- 
ter, Coralou’s Lily 19229 (7839.6 milk, 450.05 butter 


‘fat, class AA), was also Capt. Robbie 7146. She was 


strong reproducer, with two daughters and three sons the 
Advanced Register. Two the sons, Richmond Standard 
13661 and Richmond: Lion 15604 R., were full 
brothers, Stranford 9386, who injected 
strain brindle into the family. Richmond Standard 13661 
heads another brief line Great Producing Dams now 
shown the tabulation. Among his progeny were Stand- 
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ard’s Auricle 38722 D., dam two Advanced Register 
daughters: Miss Luetta’s Standard 21091 R., sire 
Standard’s Rose 45190 (9467.4 milk, 463.06 butter 
fat, class D); and Royalette’s Standard 20141 R., used 
the two Loberg farms Nelsonville, sire Selma Crvstal 
Stream 46224 (10252.6 milk, 521.43 butter fat, 
class B). 


Louan Richmond 15810 (8520.8 milk, 420.44 
butter fat, class CC), King Coral 5238, was another 
daughter Lula Bishop 13368. her four Advanced 
Register daughters, she bred chiefly through Louan 
Richmond 29246 (7451.0 milk, 377.54 butter fat, 
class FF), Glenwood’s Stranford 9386, and she turn 
through one her two Advanced Register daughters, Lura 
Lael 38765 (14881.8 milk, 624.29 butter fat, class 
A), Sequel 13031. Lura Lael 38765 two 
years age was sold Fruit, Platteville, who developed 
three good Advanced Register daughters from her, before 
she was sold eleven years age, 1922, Allen Wal- 
lis, Durango, Iowa. 

Another daughter Lula Bishop 13368 was Lucy Bishop 
15692 D., Ben Bishop 3506, and the dam two 
Advanced Register daughters. 

Among the descendants Lula Bishop 13368 there are 
five Great Producing Dams and four Advanced Register 


Lillian Bishop 15655 (7907.8 milk, 402.10 butter 
fat, class A), Ben Bishop 3506, was born September 28, 
1898, and spent the first ten years her life the Clark 
herd. Her descendants seem have attained higher de- 
zree production than those her older sister, Lula Bishop 
13368. Atleast, among them will found more records that 
are comparable with the good records today. She had four 
daughters and three sons registered, and three her daugh- 
ters are the Advanced Register, while two these are 
Great Producing Dams. 

One her daughters was Lily Maid Richmond 15721 
(7817.0 milk, 372.69 butter fat, class G), King 
Coral 5238. Bred Ben Clark, she was sold yearling 
Remington, Elk Mound, and 1913, eleven 
years age, Ingalls, Eau Claire. The old cow was 
breeder, for she has nine daughters and three sons the 
Herd Register, while four the daughters are the Ad- 
vanced Register. One them was Lily Ella’s Maid 
Richmond 27543 milk, 515.38 butter fat, 
class C), Lily Ella’s Squire 6597. She has two daughters 
and son the Advanced Register. Lily Maid Rich- 
mond 15721 had another daughter, Chula Fernwood 35310 
(12298.9 milk, 599.29 butter fat, class A), that 
sired Golden Anne’s Fernwood Homestead 11916, and 


the mother three daughters with very good records, 


including Clara’s Lily St. Croix 76288 (10919.7 milk, 685.66 
butter fat, class DD). 

Lillian Bishop 24966 (14872.5 milk, 649.01 
butter fat, class C), Glenwood’s Stranford 9386, the 
other outstanding daughter Lillian Bishop 15655. She 
had three Advanced Register daughters, and bred through 
two them. Lillian May Bishop 31575 (11513.7 
milk, 563.90 butter fat, class E), Mambrino 10085, was 
bred Fruit Brothers. She has two Advanced Register 
daughters, including Lillian Maple Hill Farm 55008 
(14803.2 milk, 631.28 butter fat, class G), Lang- 
water Hayes Rosie’s King the May 16723,—she turn 
being the dam three Advanced Register daughters. Fruit 
Brothers also bred Lillian’s Maid Maple Hill 43708 
(12980.7 milk, 567.30 butter fat, class G), Langwater 
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Hayes Rosie’s King the May 16723,—another daughter 
Lillian Bishop 24966. She left Advanced Register 
daughter and two sons, Wonder Maple Hill Farm 31872 
R., and Milkmaid’s Maple Hill 40467 R., 
both which were sired May King’s Vrangue Ingle- 
side 15430. 


From Lillian Bishop 15655 there are seven Great Produc- 
ing Dams and three Advanced Register Sires. 


Laura Bishop 13367 the only daughter Old 
Lura 7227 that did not have Advanced Register record. 
She too was sired Ben Bishop 3506, was born Septem- 
ber, 1895, and was thus the oldest the three sisters the 
Bishop-Lura cross. the line descending from her are 
found several cows with very creditable records, including 
the line Gold Ollies that were developed Gordon, 
Jr., Nelsonville. Laura only had three daughters, but all 
them entered the Advanced Register, and two them 
were Great Producing Dams. 

Mina Kathryn 17985 (5676.3 milk, 305.54 butter 
fat, class G), King Coral 5238, contributed Richmond 
Secret 26348 R., but was Laura’s other daughter, Olive 
Richmond 15815 (7909.0 milk, 427.69 butter fat, 
class FF), also King Coral 5238, that carries the banner 
old Lura 7227 down the present time. 

Olive Richmond 15815 was bred Ben Clark and was 
sold two year old Welles, 1903. All her 
four daughters and one her six sons are the Advanced 
Register. The son was January Birchwood 21853 
One the daughters, Masher’s Golden Birchwood 32340 
(15397.0 milk, 649.23 butter fat, class AA), Imp. 
Spotswood Masher Sequel 9687, had four daughters and three 
sons, but bred only through Karl Birchwood 28156 
and Prince Birchwood 49862 R., sired respec- 
tively Dairymaid’s King 12898 and May King’s Vrangue 
Ingleside 15430. The other daughter, Gold Ollie 16953 
(10329.3 milk, 551.36 butter fat, class A), was 
Capt. Robbie 7146, and through her have many the 
good Portage County cows, notably the herd Gor- 
don, Jr. 

Gold Ollie 16953 was another great breeding matron, with 
nine sons and four daughters,—all the latter the Ad- 
vanced Register. Here again cow has bred particularly 
through one daughter,—Gold Ollie 20449 (11525.7 
milk, 587.18 butter fat, class A), Victor Nelsonville 
9370. She turn dropped twelve calves, including seven 
daughters, with six these the Advanced Register. One 
them, Elsie Gordondale 83799, has class record 
13673.7 pounds milk containing 748.70 pounds butter 
fat. Two them are Great Producing Dams. Dairymaid 
Nelsonville 50051 (13687.5 milk, 709.61 butter 
fat, class A), Casterilius Nelsonville 18052, left two 
Advanced Register daughters, while Evangeline Nelson- 
ville 26833 (8647.3 milk, 414.17 butter fat, class A), 
bull called John Fritz 10796, left three Advanced Register 
daughters. One these, Juanita Nelsonv lle 36629 
(10649.9 milk, 465.15 butter fat, class AA), 
Prince Nelsonville 11537, left three more Advanced Reg- 
ister daughters, including Fern Gordondale 65443 
(11212.5 milk, 554.10 butter fat, class B), Casterilius 
Nelsonville 18052. Fern Gordondale 65443 has two class 
daughters. 

Thus completed one the longest lines consecutive 
generations Great Producing Dams the breed, begin- 
ning with old Lura 7227, then Laura Bishop 13367, Olive 
Richmond 15815, Gold Ollie 16953, Gold Ollie 20449, 
Evangeline Nelsonville 26833, Juanita Nelsonville 
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36629, and lastly, Fern Gordondale 65443. are 
eight generations Great Producing Dams. 
From Laura Bishop 13367 are descended nine Great Pro- 
ducing Dams and four Advanced Register Sires. 


Coralura 15811 (8137.4 milk, 427.24 butter fat, 


F), King Coral 5238, was another the five daugh- 


ters Lura 7227. She had two Advanced Register daugh- 
ters, including Coralura 19228 (6041.8 milk, 
294.35 butter fat, class G), Capt. Robbie 7146, but this 
line broken with the two Advanced Register daughters 
the latter cow,—at least far consecutive generations 
may considered. 


Lura’s Last 15728 (8729.0 milk, 437.78 butter fat, class 
A), her name indicates, was the last daughter old Lura 
7227, and was sired King Coral 5238. She was not 
Great Producing Dam, but she left daughter that now 
making decided impression the Guernsey interests 
North Dakota. This cow, Lura Bettina 29725 
(14001.2 milk, 739.58 butter fat, class A), Glenwood’s 
Stranford 9386, was sold 1912, little less than three 
years age, Person, Minot, North Dakota. She 
now has four daughters and son, Golden Luraland Minot 
40882 R., the Advanced Register. Her daughters and 
their progeny have been seen the middle western fair 
circuits for several years the Person herd. 


Having traced the descendants Lura 7227 through her 
daughters, turn her son, Gen. Cronje 7052 
only had two Advanced Register daughters, but one them 
heads four generation group Great Producing Dams. 
was the sire Julia Ann 16307 (12062.5 milk, 
599.23 butter fat, class A), the dam Derilla Ann 20451 
(8508.7 milk, 390.20 butter fat, class A). From 
her have Priscilla Saradale 24716 (9954.0 
milk, 456.26 butter fat, class A), the dam Miss Peaches 
41143 (10157.8 milk, 487.74 butter fat, class A). 
Lura 7227 therefore has four more Great Producing Dams 
her credit through the progeny her son, Gen. Cronje 
7052. the thirteen Advanced Register Sires that appear 
the accompanying tabulation, only two, Gen. Cronje 
7052 and Richmond Standard 13661, are the sires Great 
Producing Dams that have Advanced Register records. 


Lura 7227 heads one the greatest groups proven per- 
formance females the breed. Credit must course 
given the sires which the old cow and her descendants 
were mated, but nothing short justice hail her 
great transmitting and foundation dam. Her influence has 
been felt chiefly through the female line, seen the ex- 
ample the three Bishop sisters. Many the oldest ex- 
isting Wisconsin herds, well some the more recently 
established groups, are carrying her blood and owe least 
portion their vigor and constitution her. Any one 
her daughters, and particularly any one the Bishop 
sisters might well studied great foundation dams 
themselves. Here have whole family great cows. 

the accompanying tabulation, all Great Producing Dams 
are printed bold face type, and the Advanced Register 
Sires are indicated the initials R.”

The plan was follows: 

Twenty-six members the association each consigned 
one more heifers the sale. For these was agreed that 
they should receive $50.00 per head plus twenty-five per 
cent. the amount above $50.00 that they should bring 
public sale. This constituted the entire arrangement with 
the consignors. 

Prior the sale privileges against each animal were issued 
prospective buyers. These privileges sold for $50.00 each 
and were used the following manner. There being twenty- 
seven animals the sale twenty-seven privileges were sold. 
The holders these privileges immediately before the sale 
drew numbers, each number corresponding the lot num- 
ber heifer. Each holder thereafter had the privilege 
the specific animal whose number had drawn. This priv- 
ilege entitled him upon the sale the animal receive either 
cash credit according whether not someome else 
the privilege holder was the buyer, his original $50.00 
plus twenty-five per cent. the amount that the animal 
brought above $50.00. other words, the privilege holder 
had three opportunities. One, bid was secured higher 
than $50.00 the animal whose number held the heifer be- 
came his property that price. Two, case was the final 
bidder the heifer whose privilege held the $50.00 which 
had already paid plus twenty-five per cent. the amount 
which the final bid exceeded $50.00 was credited his 
account towards payment for the heifer. Three, someone 
else made the final bid the heifer whose privilege held 
that person paid the full amount the bid and the privilege 
holder received his original $50.00 back plus twenty-five per 
cent. the amount that the heifer brought above $50.00. 
The remaining fifty per cent. the amount that each animal 
brought above $50.00 went the Massachusetts Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. 

summarize the financial transaction each heifer: 
Total money received for each heifer was $50.00 for the priv- 
ilege plus the amount the final bid the sale. The dis- 
tribution the income from each heifer: $50.00 plus twen- 
ty-five per cent. the amount which the bid exceeded

privilege) plus twenty-five per cent. the amount which

The results: The final bids the twenty-seven head 
totalled $5905, average $218.70 per head. The con- 
signors received $2489. The share for the privilege holders 
was $1139 and the share for the Massachusetts Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association was $2277.

One secured the animal 
whose number held. The others selected different one.
